The miner strode into M&M Court Re- 
porting Service in downtown Boise carr>|- 
,ing a briefcase. Inside was a loaded semi- 
automatic Colt’.45 handgun wrapped in an 
oil-soaked rag. The pockets of his brown 
corduroy coat were weighted down with 
three more clips of ammunition. I Ic had 28 
bullets. 

In a front pocket, dc Renne had a type- 
written note .saying the people he planned 
to shoot ■‘bought their bullei.s.” 

He wasted no time. 

Shortly after alLsix people .sat down tp 
resolve the dispute, iTc Renne popped open 
his brief case and pulled out the gun. 

At the table were his brother Don de 
Renne, Patrick Latta. stenographer Angie' 
Coder and attorneys Patrick Miller and Bill

Dc Renne fired a .shot point blank at his 
brother, Witnesses said there was no argu- 
ment before he pullcd'the gun.

Skeptics challenge revived memories of abuse

OAKDALE. Minn. — Desperate lo 
emerge from o dark depmssion, Elizabeth 
Carlson sought therapy, Whni she got in- 
stead was a terrifying belief that she had 
repressed memories of satanic ritual obu.se 

as"a child. 

With 'hypnosis and mind-altering drugs, 
.she became convinced she had created 
multiple personalities — .including nni-- 
mals and a nun — to deal with sexual as- 
saults by her parents, neighbors and god- 
mother. 

But most devastating, says the 39-ycar- 
-old Carlson,- is-lhat she now realizes the 
abuse never happened. 

She i.s part of a growing movement that 
questions whether all memories of abu.se, 
especially those retrieved years after the 
fact, arc true. 

. "'nic books all say, ‘Don’t doubt."' said 
Carlson, who is suing her therapist. ‘‘I’m 
saying, ‘If you do have thoughts that flash 
into your head, challenge them.'” 

Such skepticism comes as a challenge 


to the idea that children sometimes re- 
press memories, of physical, emotional or 
sexual abuse, but con regain those memo- 
ries as adults through psychotherapy. 

Many such cases have given rise to 
lawsuits and even criminal cliurges;- 
Chicago's Roman Catholic Cardinal 
Joseph Bemnrdin, for example, is the de- 
fendant in a civil lawsuit over alleged sex- 
ual abuse filed by a man who says he re- 
covered memories of abuse while in ther- 


iipy. 


The skeptical viewpoint is gaining 
some ground. The American Medical As- 
sociation this year adopted a resolution 
saying.tliat.memocy-enhunccmcnitechr. 
niques in the area of childhood sexual 
abuse arc “fraught with problems of po- 
tential misapplication.” 

But some people with recovered memo- 
ries of abuse have been able to verify their 
suspicions. And some experts who believe 
memories can be repressed say the skep-- 
tics arc part of a backlash that doesn’t 
want to admit Utc prevalence of abuse.

Frcyd.'Confro’ntationS'With families 
were similar, and many daughters 
cited the “bible" of the ince.st-rccov- 
ery movement, "The Courage to 
Heal" by Ellen Buss and Laura 
Davis. 

“,ir you arc unable to remember 
any specific instances ... but still 
have a feeling that something abu- 
sive happened to you, it probably 
did," the book says in a much-quot- 
ed passogc.

Richard Gardner, a professor of 
child psychiatry at Columbia Uni- 
versity and author of “Sex Abuse 
Hysteria; Salem Witch Trials Revis- 
ited," estimates that 95 percent of 
scx-abu.se accusations arc valid. But 
he says the “tragic plight” of those 
falsely accused must be addressed; 
Claims must bc-mpre carefully scru- 
tinized, especially in fierce child 
custody disputes, day care centers 
and memories recovered in therapy. 

Skeptics say false memories also 
have anotlicr victim — the accuser; ' 

“Tlic therapists who arc doing this 
arc a new kind of sexual predator," 
said Richard Ofshc, a social psy- 
chologist at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley. “Without ever 
touching their victim, they, move 
them as close as you can possibly 
get to experience rape and brutaliza- 
tion ... And they get paid by the hour 
for doing it."

WASHIN.GTON - The Clinton 
. administration is on a hot streak when 
it conies to trade and it’s doing some 
crowing about it. 

First was its comc-from-behind 
victory on the North American Free 
Trade Agreement last month. Then it 
won kudos for its market-opening 
efforls at the Seattle summit of Asian 
countries. And now comes the 
biggest prize of all — a sweeping 
global trade agreement. 

"This will be the largest trade year 
in history counting both the Uruguay 
Round and NAFTA," said Robert 
Rubin, head of the White House 
National Fconomic Commission.'

'true that the White House has accom- 
plished what many thought impossi- 
ble just a short time ago. 

President Clinton pulled out all the 
stops for the NAFTA agreement 
against heavy union opposition. In 
bringing the Uruguay Round of glob- 
al trade talks to a conclusion, he 
fthieved somelhing that had eluded 
George Bu.sh. 

“Not since the end of World War II 
has the United States secured so 
many historic trade expansion agree- 
ments in so short a period," Clinton 
said in his weekly radio address 
Saturday. "These elToris are making 


the world's economic changes, work 
to our advanuigc and they’re re-estab- 
lishing our leadership in global 
affairs." 

When Clinton- took office, his 
administration was criticized for 
sending confusing signals on trade — 
claiming to be for free trade but at the 
same time threatening to erect trade 
barriers to punish the Japanese and 
Europeans. 

The administration, of course, 
denies that its trade policy was incon- 
sistent. saying instead that it was the 
media’s fault for dwelling on minor 
trade dustups and missing the admin- 
istration’s overall goals. 

The administration concedes that 
the NAFTA agreement and the 
Uruguay Round trade accord reached 
Wednesday must be followed with 


continued gains if America is to 
reverse a disturbing rise in its trade 
deficit.

Doctors 
eye run 
for office 


. WASHINGTON ( AP) — Some two 
dozen physidiomCsplinfd in part-by 
Washington's ^ve to overhaul health 
care, are' mapping plans lo run for 
Congress next year. 

Most are Republicans, and say doc- 
tors didn’t havc-enough input as 
President Clinton and the first lady 
drafted a rcfomi plan. 

“There's nobody like me behind 
Hillary's secret door.” said I>r. John 
Steel, 0 San Diego urologist who's 
given up his practice lo make a run. 
Like (he other GOP candidate-physi- 
cians, he thinks Clinton’s plan is too 
bureaucratic and takes control out of 
patients’ hands. 

So far, 19 surgeons, dentists and 
other medieul-praciitioners have told - 
the National Republican 
Congfessional Committee they’re 
planning GOP campaigns for the 
House. At least two other GOP physi- 
cians plan Senate bids. And a handful 
of Democratic doctors arc running for 
the House. 

Republican National Committee 
Chairman Halcy.Barbour said there’s 
been a jump in doctors' activism at 
party functions around the country 
over (he past year. too. 

"They arc threatened, and concerned 
(hat Clinton’s govemmcni-run health 
cure system will not only adversely 
afTect them, but reduce the quality of 
health care received by their patients."

“They’re sort of late, but at least 
they’re making a move.” .said R^.

Jerome’s prosecutor and School 
Board arc overdue for a resolution of 
the Mel Rayborn case. 

Nine weeks have passed since the 
Jerome School District suspended the 
sixth'grade teacher, based on “allega- 
tions of inappropriate behavior" with 
students. It seems to us that the coun- 
ty prosecutor has had ample time to 
decide whether to press charges; 

Both Rayborn and the alleged vic- 
- tims of his. “inappropriate belinvior’’ 
deserve to have the matter settled. 

Let’s review what is known about 
the case; 

• According to a district ofTicia], an 
unspecified number of girls com- 
plained to their principal in mid-Octo- 
ber. They alleged that Rayborn had 
made inappropriate comments and 
had touched them inappropriately. 

• • The official said the allegations 
“did not sound like molestation.” 

• An assistant to Raybom’s lawyer 
has said the allegations included. call- 
ing the girls “honey." "sweetie," or 
"dear," 

• Rayborn was suspended with pay 
on Oct. 18; ■ 

• Police Chief Jim Dahl investigat- 
ed the case and gave a report to the 
school district about the first of this 
month. 

• Last week. Prosecutor John Hor- 
gan said he wouldn’t file any felony 
charges against Rayborn. (Felonies 
are the more serious category of crim- 
inal charges.) He wouldn't say 
whether he might file misdemeanor 
charges, which are less severe. But 
Dah\-said Morgan had told him he 
wouldn’tl 

What conclusions can be drawn 
from this scanty information? Not 
many. If Rayborn did anything 
wrong, it apparently was minor. But 


nothing more definitive can be con- 
cluded. 

_ Still, even if Rayborn did commit 
.some impropriety or minor crime 
(questions as yet unanswered), both 
he and the girls have been ill-served 
by the long uncertainty. 

And they aren’t the only ones 
harmed. The local teachers union 
president, Leon Madsen, complained 
to the School. Board last week that 
.Jcromcjcacliers were. “scared and an- 
gry" about the inddcrii. They have a 
right to be.' 

Look at the case from the tcacliers’ 
standpoint: One of their long-time . 
colleague.s, a man they like and re- 
spect, is removed from his duties be- 
cause of unspecified allegations. He 
cannot face his accusers. His name is 
..announced to the press. For a full 
quarter of a school year, he sits,at>. 
home .and wonders whether his career 
is over. 

Certainly, child abuse by teachers is. 
a serious problem. Readers of this 
newspaper have seen shocking exam- 
ples in recent years. Children need 
protection from predators who delib- 
erately choose careers where they will 
work near children. 

But teachers need protection too. 
They need dear policies on appropri- 
ate behavior around students. They 
need training on sensitivity and legal 
issues. “Common sen.se’’ may have 
been good enough a generation ago. 
but it isn’t anymore. 

.-Finally,. when allegations are made, 
teachers need speedy investigation 
and resolution of the cases. 

If school district fail to respond to 
the changing climate of sex-abuse and 
sexual-harassment allegations, don't 
bo surprisedJif lots of good teachers 
are scared out of the business.

On Oct. 23. less Ihon three weeks after Rus- 
sia President Boris Yeltsin had sent his tanks 
against ihc opposition politicians holed up in 
the parliament building. U.S. Secretary of 
State Warren Cbri.stopher addressed a student 
audience in Moscow on Ihe-lopic, “A New 
Generation of Rus.sian Democrats." 

Rereading that speech now. after Russian 
voters gave extremist nationalists, old-time 
communists and their allies an apparent major- 
ity in the newly elected parliament, Christo- 
pher’s words stand as a monument to Clhuon 
administration naivete. 

“Russia is being reborn os a democracy,” 
Qiristoplier told the audience at the Academy- . 
of lliL- National Economy, “as o nation brave ~ 
enough to brt^ with Ihc post and wise enough 
to plan for the future, ^mcrica celebrates this 
rebirth with you.” 

The secretaiy of stale talked about the “im- 
mensity of the .slakes" in the election forced 
by Yeltsin out of frustration with a parliament 
dominated by the remnants of the old commu- 
nity regime. "I have cvciy confidence in the 
outcome." Christopher s^. “Evety time, the 
Russian people have chosen reform over re- 
trenchment. hope over fear, the future over the 
•pa.st." 

Not this time. In a result Ihat apparently was 
not foreseen by anyone in aulhori^ in Wash- 
ington, die party closest to Yeltsin won only 
one-seventh of the popubr vote. 

It was a setback to thc-reformets, who split 
into quarrelsome blocs and got so caught up in 
the minor policy differences and,maJor ega 
figiiLs among their leaders that they did not 
counicrallack the extremist panics. 

But equally it was a setback for the Qinton 
administration, which has bragged of the “suc- 
cess” of its Russian policy whenever it was 
criticized for its wavering stance toward chal- 
lenges in Bosnia. Somalia, Haiti and Nortli 
Korea. Now. its “success story” has turned 



sour. The “strategic partnership” with Moscow 
that Christopher told the student audience “is a 
phrase tliat President Clinton and I have re- 
peatedly used” is very much in doubt. 

The delusional ch'araclcr of the administra- 
tion policy was demonstrated - in advance of ' 
this election - in a Dec. 2 speech by former 

-Bush-While House nulional security aide 

Robert D. Blackwill. now on the Harvard fac- 
ulty, challenging Clinton's and Christopher's . 
chafaclcrization of Russia as “a democracy.” 

“Russia is not a democracy," Blackwill said. 
“This is a nation with no history of democratic 
political culture in its 1 ,000-ycar existence." 

He ticked off the factors Uiat everyone now 
sees as shaping the clection'results - a resur- 
gence of nationalism, tinged with ami-Westem 
bile, a public revulsion against thc,"comiplion 
that hxs penetrated every clement of Russian 
life.” 

Vice President Gore, speaking in Moscow 
for Uie administration, assailed the frightening 
character ofbig election winner Vladimir Zhi- 
ronovsky, with his inflammatory rhetoric, his 
lies to the KGB, the German neo-Nazis and 
Saddam Hussein. But Sen. Dill Bradley, D- 
N.J., a student of Russia, is probably right in 
saying that although Zhironovsky now leads 
the second-largest bloc in parliament, “he is 
more Q political figure than a governmental 
figure," a greater threat in the next presidential 
election titan in the weeks just ahead. 

The more serious question involves the un- 
certain character of Boris Yeltsin, the man the 
Clinton administration has embraced just as 
unreservedly os the Bush administration in iLs 


time clung to Mikhail Gorbachev, ignoring the 
faults that led to his/allJrom power. _ . 

Most of official Washington hailed as the 
“good news" from the election the approval of 
a new constitution which strengthens Yeltsin’s 
authority to rule Russia from the presidency, - 
no matter what the opposition in parliament. 

That is a risky judgment. As Bradley points 
out, YclLsin already has shown on authoritori-.' 
an streak. "He tried to curtail freedom of 
speech for his opponents during the cam- 
paign,” the senator told me. He disdained the ' 
hard work of building a supportive party bloc, 
in tlic legislature and instead concentrated on < 

.-TammiDg through a constitution .that allows 

him to govern al^iost single-handedly. “He -' 
failed to sec that democracy is a maltcf of pco- 
well as constitutions,” Bradley said. 

Many of the young rcfomicrs in Russia with 
whom I liavc stayed in touch since a 1989 
Moscow visit have a clearer picture of their 
president than Washington docs. InitinJly, they 
welcomed his powerful personality as a rally- : 
ing-point for cliangc. But they also understood 
that Yeltsin’s drive for power is stronger than • 
his commitment to democracy or his allc- i 
giance to frcc-markct economic policies. That 
is why many of tlicm criticized and voted 
against the constitution Yeltsin drafted. 

Ever since -the Soviet Union began to crum- 
ble. Washington's persistent mist^c has been 
its belief that democracy can be created from 
” the top down. Tlic young reformers know it 
Itas to be built from the gross-roots up, in 
thousands of voluntary assbeiations and advo- 
cacy networks. It is past time wc got over our < 
penchant for giving bcarhugs to the man in the 
Kremlin anti got on with helping those strug- ' 
gling to build thc'rcal foundations ofdcmocra-- 
cy in Russia.

NEW YORK (AP) — You would- 
never guess Joanne Grossman’s age by 
looking at her youthful face and her 
delicate, slender frame, clad in black 
lights and a colorful tunic. Only the

NFL gives 
nod to.Fox, 
cable bids

NEW YORK - Now. it's between CBS 
and NBC for what’s left of the NFL. 

In a detennined grab for legitimacy, the 
Fox Television Network outbid CBS by 
about $100 million a year for rights to 
' telcvise-NFC games beginning next season 
and the 1997 Super Bowl. 

Then on Saturday, one day after the Fox 
bombshell, the NFL announced that it has 
renewed its deals with ABC for "Monday 
Night Football" and with ESPN and TN'T 
for Sunday night games. 

"We regard tliis isFC'franclnSe as' tlTiT'’* 
'crown jewel' of alLspons programming in- 
the world and will give it our complete’ 
commitment," Fox owner Rupert Murdoch 
said in a siatcnt^int. 

‘Fox will assemble the 
finest sports division In 
thp business to deliver 
to. jibe American people 
the highest quality 
coverage possible.’

That left CBS and NBC bidding for the 
AFC after the stunning announcement that 
Fox had won the rights to its first major 
sports programming. 

Although neither Fox nor the NFL 
announced figures', industry sources said 
Fox will pay the league about $395 million 
per year for four years, for a total of S 1 .58 
billion. Tltat's about SI 30 millibn a year 
more than what CBS paid ov.cr the past 
four years for the NFC. 

“Fox will assemble the finest sports 
division in the business to deliver to the 
American people the highest quality ; 
coverage possible. Wc will retain the best 
of what has been done before and build on 
■’it lo'ntake it ^ver bener,“'Murdoch saidr- - 

The Associoied Press also learned that 
CBS on Friday made a bid for AFC games, 
currently carried by NBC, NBC now must 
match the offer or lose the AFC package it 
has carried since 1970. 

"The CBS-NBC matter currently is 
before our broadcast committee," NFL vice 
president Joe Browne said. 

Dallas Cowboys owner Jerry Jones, a 
broadcast committee member who was at 
Giants Stadium for his team's game against 
the New York Jets on Saturday, added: 
“Nobody’s out of it.” 

Although the amount Fox was willing to 
pay might have been sutjprising, the 
network’s desire to buy into the NFL was 
not. In 1987, Fox bid against ABC for the 
Monday night package. 

"Wc’vc known they were there," ABC 
Sports president Dennis Swanson said. 
"They’re for real. We compete against 
them on a regular basis." 

The mood at CBS wa.s somber and not 
optimistic. CBS, however, declined to 
confirm any aspect Of NFL talks. "Wc have 
no comment until the negotiations are 
concluded." CBS Sports spokeswoman 
Susan Kerr said. ■ \ 

Similarly. NBC Sports spokesman Ed 
Maikey said: "Since we're in the middle of 
negotiations with the NFLi we're not in a 
position to comment," 

Not only has the NFC won the last nine 
Super Bowls, it also has either the only 
team or the most popular team in the top 
three TV markets of New York. Los 
Angeles and Chicago. That makes it the 
NFL's most valuable commodity. 

CBS has televised NFL and then NFC. 
games since 1956. Tlie current TV package . 
has been'ih place with' few changes since ' 
the NFL and AFL merged in 1970. CBS 
has done the NFC. NBC has done the AFC. 
and ABC has done Monday night games. 

All three networks lost money on the 
NFL in the past four years,. perhaps as 
much as $300 million combined. CBS was • 
the big loser at about S200 million, with 
NBC losing about $75 million and ABC the 
rest. , 

. The Monday night package, however, 
remains a valuable prime time ratings- 
grabber for ABC. 

Four years ago, the NFL added a cable 
package of Sunday night games split 

- between’ESPN and TNT; At that time,

Despite bowl payoffs, most colleges lose money

BOSTON (AP) — While millions 
of dollars will be at stake in-this 
season's bowl games, most 
intercollegiate athletics programs arc 
losing money, according (o a new 
report. - 

"A lot of people presume that 
athletics is a profit-making enterprise 
and the universities make money 
hand-over-fist from it,” said Robin 
Jenkins, who directed the study for 
(he National Association of College 
and University Business Officers. 
"These numbers indicate that this is 
certainly not the case at a majority of 
institutions. In fact, the cost of these 
programs is enormous." - 

"nic report, distributed to university 
administrators last month with little 
fanfare, shows that 70 percent of 
Division 1 athletics programs lost 
money in 1989, the most recent year 
'for-which-lhc-costs- could- be . 
determined. The average profit of a 
Division 1-A intcrcollcgiote athletic 
program was S39.000, while -all' other 
divisions hod deficits ranging from 
S145.000 to $782,000. 

The findings come as colleges ai^ 
onivcrsitics contend with chronic

budget problems ond resistance to 
continued increases in tuition. 

“That pressure is going to continue 
throughout this decade, not over 
whether college athletics are good or 
bod or out of-control, but, to get the 
true facts on (he tabic ahd let the 
presidents and the trustees and the 
governing boards make an informed 
decision.” said Jack Blanton, vice 
chancellor for administration at the 
University of Kentucky. 

Fewer than 100 schools make any 
nioncy from athletics, the study said. 

"Even in the schools that are 
- making money, the overall university 
is looking at that as maybe the source 
of a revenue stream, whereas before 
the athletic department could use that 
money to enhwee sports," said Keith 
M^in, director of accounting for the 
.NCAA. . 

The report, prepared with help 


from the accounting firm of Coopers 
& Lybrand, said that athletic 
programs camouflage 24 to 34 
percent of their costs by grouping 
them under the heading of "expenses 
not related to specific sports." For 
example, the grooming of a football 
field may be listed under general 
university maintenance. 

"There arc a lot of people on 
campuses that would probably like to 
have the real cosLs obscured," Jenkins 
said. “The issue is. executive 
management should make that 
decision, not necessarily an athletic 
director or a coach. 

*4 don'l think' jt's been malevolent, 
but the inadequacy of our accounting 
programs has been u.sed to the 
advantage of folks who would like to 
argue for their programs. So, yes, 
there certainly is some politics." 

The report acknowledges that 


ititercollcgiaie athletics has unseen 
benefit-s. including boosting expo.sure 
and prestige, attracting alumni 
contributions and. at slate schools, 
encouraging legislative support. 

An economics professor at Boston 
College found the success of that 
school's football (cum and 
quarterback Doug Flutie in 1985 
translated into a 30 percent increase 
in the number of student applicants to 
the school. That, in turn, led to an 
improvement in the SAT scores of, 
entering freshmen. ly 

"There's no question that visibility, '• 
image — for belter or for worse — 
arc largely formed in this country, 
particularly in the major institutions, 
based on their athletic programs," 
Blanton said. 

But the study said there also arc 
unseen expenses. 

Alumni donations to athletics 
programs,' for example, drain the 
amount'of potential contributions left 
for other university departments, the 
report said. Alumni-giving to athletic 
programs now accounts for 15 
percent of Division I -A revenues, up 
from 5 percent in 1965.

TWIN FALLS - About 27 miles south of 
Hansen, Pike Mountain offers summer visi- 
tors a panoramic view of the Magic Valley, 
and northcm'Utah and Nevada. 

But Pike Mountain could be much more 
than a' viewpoint by next, summer, says 
Max Yingst. a recreation technician with 
the Twin Falls Ranger District. 

"Right now it’s just a ridge top. basical- 
ly,” Yingst said. 


By next September, though, visitors to 
the 7,708-foot peak should 1». able to wdtk 
an interpretative trail arouiid the summit. 

About eight platforms would line a circle 
at the summit, and each platform would 
have benches to sit on and signs to read to 
put the respective vic\y-mto historical or 
geological context.

’94 could be year for new CSI library

Welcome to the cataloging 
annex of the College of 
Southern Idaho library. 

In this old house a half- 
mile from the main library, 
three catalogcrs prepare new 
and rebound books for place- 
ment on library shelves. 
They’re here because there’s 
no room for them at the li- 
brary. 

One of the annex’s biggest 
problems is that, several times 
coch winter, melting snow 
seeps up and floods tlte base- 
ment. 

"It has been a real delight," 
said coialoger Darcy Thom- 
borrow, “When it floods wc 
have to move out because of 


all the electronic equipment 
we have. 1 never had allergies 


before 1 started working here, 
but I've developed them, 1 
think, because of the mold.’’ 

CSI officials say students, 
faculty and stafTlong ago out- 
grew the library, located on 
the second floor of the Taylor 
Attoinistration Building. Tlte 
size of the collection re- 
mained static even as the stu- 
dent population ballooned- 
from 2,811 in 1989 to 3,777 
this fall. 

But after several unsuc- 
cessful attempts to pty money 
out of the state government 
for a new library, college ofil- 
cials and Magic Valley law- 
makers arc cautiously opti- 
mistic that 1994 may be the 
year. 

“I ’m n oLfoo *''^!^ enniigh. lQ- 

say it’s a sure thing, but 1 feel 
more hope about it this year 
tlmn before,” said Rep. Max- ' 
inc Bell, R-Jerome, one of 
two Magic Valley legislators 
on the Legislature’s budget- 
writing committee. 

The Legislature has never 
questioned that CSI's library 
- by far' the smallest in the 
slate college and university 
system - needs to be re- 
placed. In 1992, lawmakers 
appropriated $300,000 to plan 
for a new building to house 
the library and CSI’s academ- 
ic development programs, .

'have been reluctant to take 
money from elsewhere in the 
slate budget', 

But thanks to Idaho’s 
booming economy, this 
ycarls budget is expected to 
run a surplus of between $60 
miliibH'and $75 ifiillibh. After 
.supplemental appropriations 
for Medicaid, prisons and 
other essential programs, law- 
makers could have S50 mil- 
lion more to .spend than they 
tliought they would. 

There’s a good chance. 


Bell said, that part of that 
money will fund the SS.3 mil- 
lion CSI library and three 
-highc'r^cducailon’buirdrngs 
elsewhere in Idaho that have 
already been given the go- 
ahead by the Permanent 
Building Fund Advisory 
Council. 

The money would come 
none too soon for CSI library 
director Bill Beale. .Beale ea- 
gerly points out tlic shortcom- 
ings of the curreni'library, 
from the aisles between book- 
shelves that arc too narrow to 
accommodate wheelchairs to 
the video-viewing carrels tliat 
occasionally double as stor- 
age space. 

Beale eagerly anticipates 



installing high-tech equip- 
ment in the new library: com- 
puterized catalogs, terminals 
that give students access to 
national computer databases, 
and compact-disc computer 
systems called CD-ROMs 
that can hold more informa- 
tion than a sliclf of encyclope- 
dias. 

"But here, we don’t have 
room to put in that equip- 
ment." he said. “There’s no 
room for an automated cata- 
log system, there no room for 


CD-ROM systems, there’s no 
room for word processors - 
or even good old typcwril- 


Tlie librai^ has no room for 
any more llian the 47,000 vol- 
umes that already line its 
shelves, Beale said. To moke 
room for new books, he con- 
stantly weeds out older books 
and multiple copies of books, 
-"But I don’t think we can 
go on mucij longer like that,” 
he said. “Tlie collection is not 
big enough for a community 


college this size.” 

One library worker spends 
much of his day shuttling 
books back and forth between 
the library and the annex. 

Beale calls him “our library 
porter." 

"I doubt there are many li- . 
braries where Uie cataloguing 
department has to con^muni- . " 
cate with the main library via ^ 
telephone and station, wag- 
on," he said. "For un Idaho 
college library in 1993. that’s 
not very progressive."

Court-of-Appeals Justice Leonard H... 
Russon was nominated Saturday by 
the governor as the next justice on the 
Utah Supreme Court timid growing 
discontent with the balance of govem- 
meni power. 

Tlte nomintiiion to the high court is 
the first for Republican Gov. Mike 
Lenviii. If confirmed by the Utah Sen- 
ate, Russon would replace Chief Jus- 
tice Gordon R. Hal], who is to retire 
pec. 31, 

ft'm very proud to have been nomi- 
nated and appointed by the governor," 
Russon said, adding that Leavitt had 
asked "cxceilenl, piercing questions" 
during interviews. 

“I am. basically known as a conser- 
vative judge when it comes lo judicial 
' philosophy, and I will simply carry 
that same judicial philosophy to the 
Supreme Court." he said. 

Russon, 60, the associate presiding 
judge on the appeals court, was ap- 
pointed in 1991 by then-Gov. Norm 
Bangertcr, a Republican. Ru.sson had 
been named lo the 3rd District Court 
bench in 19H4 by the laic Democratic 
Gov. Scott Malhcstin. 

Ru.s.son serves on a varicly of .stale 
judicial panels and is a Master of -ihe 
Bench, American Inn of Court VII. He 
earned his juris diKlor from the Uni- 
versity of Utah Law School in 1962 
and is qualified to practice in Utah and 


California couas, the 9th and 10th U.S. 
.Courts of. Appeals and the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Rus.son declined to specify his polit- 
ical affiliation, saying it had nothing to 
do with the process or position. 

Tlte other candkbies were Judith M, 
Billings, presiding justice of the Utah 
Court of Appeals, and Michael R. 
Murphy, president judge of the 3rd 
District Court. They also were appoint- 
ed by Bangerter. 

Russon's appointment came in the 
midst of debate about the makeup and 
role of the Judicial Nominating Com- 
mittee, which' submitted the three 
names, a.s well ns the balance of power 
of the three bninches of government. 

Leavitt and some senators have said 
that the judiciary branch ha.s too much - 
influence on the selection of judges in 
Utah, and that the legislative and exec- 
utive branches should have morc'ovcr- 
sight of the judiciary in general. 

Tliosc concerns could impede Rus- 
son's confirmation by the Senate, said 
Majority Leader Line Beattie, R-West 
Bountiful. He said he and olhcis were 
concerned, among other things, that 
Leavitt had only three candidates from 
which lo choose. 

“If wc come to the conclusion that 
he didn’t get the three best nominees, 
it’s likely that wc wouldn’t confirm," 
Beattie said. "But if Judge Rus.son is, 
we may still go ahead.”

The 21 other convicted murderers 
on Idaho’s Death Row continue to 
appeal their sentences. 

"Those of us who oppose capital 
punishment cannot allow the uniuual 
circumstances of the Keith Wells situ- 
ation to cloud the issue,’’ Patterson 
sold. "This is not about individual free 
choice. The ultimate question is, docs 
the state have a ri ght to deprive nny_ 
■nTdividual oflhcir life. We think not."

He has found iliat 
when the carbon dioxide is spiked with

I The form offiuorinc Isa stable, organic 
' compound used in kitchen pot coatings 
I like Teflon. 

, Presently, removing radioactive or 
■ metal pollutants from water or soil is a 
i multisuqi process which is expensive and 
! takes time. Once the hazardous chemicals

considered worthless. 

Wai's method recycles the carbon 
: dioxide, and thc.dongcrous.cltcmicals.tm: .

Wai already has started to tnai umni-

do contract it. The four attend 
either elementary 'or middle 
schools. 

The infection can cause meningi- 
tis, a swelling of the tissue sur- 
rounding the brain and spinal cord, 
and septicemia, a blood infection. 

Two of the children hod menin- 
“gitis, and two had'-scpticcmiti; Alt 
are expected to fully recover. A 
year ago, a Centennial High School 


student died of the same malady. 

There is a .slim chance the illness 
could skip an incubation period 
and strike again in the next few 
weeks, but it is unlikely, Holley 
said. 

Public-health officials advised 
all ill students to take a two-day 
treatment of antibiotics. Symptoms- 
include fever, chills, stiff neck, 
vomiting and nausea.

Utah asked to kill 
cash-and-carry policy 

SALT LAKE CITY (AT) — 
Utah's policy of cash-and-carry at 
it.s .state-run liquor stores is under 
review by the Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control. 
Commis.sioncrs took under advise- 
. ment a suggestion by Salt Lake 
lawyer Bert Dart that the state start 
accepting chocks and credit cards at 
it.s l i ouor and wine ou tlets. 

■'.f nc law says you must run thi,s 
department on sound business prin- 
ciples to serve the needs of the pub- 
lic." Dart told commissioners 
Friday. "By refusing to credit 
cards, you're not acting as a sound 
business.” 

He said the policy was archaic and 
that it mity .be the .only ''cas.h-and; 
carry business lef\.” 

While there were reservations, 
commissioners did not reject the 
proposal outright. 

'Td like to get some input about 
it, to see what kind of community 
demand there i.s.'’ said Commission 
Chairman Jerry Fcnn, 

But he cautioned there may be 
opposition to a change. 

"Some people fed strongly that by 
allowing credit curds, you are allow- 
ing, or- even cncoumging, people to 
buy liquor on credit,” he said. "And 
to a lot of people, that would be 
wrong." 

But Dart pointed out that it’s 
already possible to get u'drink on 
.credit at virtually any of the state’s 
private clubs or restaurant.s with 
liquor licenses. 

In fact, the clubs and restaurants 
use checks themselves when they 
buy liquor to stock their bars. The 
policy only prohibits individual cus- 
tomers. 

Commissioner Bonner Ritchie 
said accepting credit cards could add 
between 2.5 percent to 4 percent 
^ business costs, which would cul^ 

' to the department’s profits. Money 
from alcohol .sales in Utah fund the 
school lunch program in the state's 
public schools. 

The use of plastic at liquor stores 
is not a new idea. La.st year, officials 
considered allowing use of bank 
debit card.s, in which the tramsaction 
would be electronically deducted 
from customers’ accounts: 
Bureaucratic red tape stalled the pro- 
ject, and the company that proposed 
supplying the equipment withdrew. 
»Dart said many of the commis- 
sion's previous concerns have been 
addressed. For instance, he pointed 
out that technology now provides for 
almost instantaneous check 
approval.

Communists favored in 
German mayoral runoff 


POTSDAM. Germany (AP) — A 
folksy guy who once infonned for the 
, East German secret police, Rolf 
Kutzmutz is the odds-on bet to biecomc 
the first reconstructed Communist to ^ 
-win a big-city mayor’s job in unified 
Germany. 

A genial 46-ycar-old with no apolo- 
gies for his pa-st, Kuizmuiz is favored 
in today's runofT — as are a slew of 
fellow remade Communists in 
Brandenburg stale running under the 
banner of the Parly of Democratic 
Socialism. 

That has provoked a backlash 
among’westem German politicians and 
business leaders, who' have called for a 
ban on his party or an investment boy- 
cott in aa*a.s where it wias city halls. 

"We are noniosItilgrcTAVe'jrreliul” 
looking back," KutTmutz, who joined 
the Communist party in 19fi7. told a 
rally of l.SOO adoring and mostly gmy- 
haired Potsdamers this week. 

"And this talk of a hope that I would 
establish a little socialist island, a little 
Cuba, That is all nonsense," he added, 
.protnisiog to thunderous applause "to 
give government back to the people." 

Three ci;iys before the Dec. 5 elec- 
tion Kutziiiutt: doininoicd in this state 
capital southwest of Berlin, opponents 
disclosed that he was an infomibr for 
East Germany's Stasi secret police in 
the early 1970s. 1 

The man who had smiled from cam- 
paign posicni that read "My biography 
doesn’t just begin in 1989" — the year 
the Berlin Wall fell -» immediately 
acknowledged that he hud informed. 

But so had tens of thoasands of oth- 
ers. The more involved an East 
German was in public life, (he more* 
apt he or she was to be pressured into 
informing. Kutzmui?. casually left 
copies of his Stasi flies around city 
hall. 

Kutzmutz was an ccanomisi with the 
city waterworks when he infomicd. A 
decade later, he became Communist 
party economics .secretary in Poi.sdani. 
Now he's city chainnan of the former 
Communists, known by their new ini- 
tials PDS. 

PDS leaders claim, with .some justi- 
fication, that theirs is the only party 


that speaks the same language o.s most 
east Germans. 

Easterners complain that west 
German politicians and business Icad- 
crs'havc arrogantly ignored them since., 
unification, laying off workers by the 
hundreds of thousands, 

The PDS plays to this discontent, 
insisting it is a socialist, democratic 
party divorced from its predecessor. 
The carpcibagging Western managers 
who go cast arc the ones acting like 
dictators, party leaders say. 

The party’s best-known leader, 
Gregor Gysi. saysjnsl 10 percent of its 

145.000 members in former East 
Germany arc hard-line Communists 
who favor demolishing democracy. 

In the east, it far ouinumbcrs ilic 
'ITT.OOO nlciiil>cra*orGianci!UorTlClnilit ' 
Kohl's Christian Democrats and the 

30.000 from the maiasiream opposition 
Social Democrats. 

Support for the POS is all but noncx- 
islent on the other side of the fonner 
Iron Curtain.

BHinNG (AP) — A physicist 
who spent 20 ycirs exiled on a fann 
because of Mao Tse-tung’s policies 
grew livid when asked how Chinese 
should eotnniemorale the lOOlh 
anniversary of the late leader's birth. 

“C’luna shouldn't eommemorate 
Mao!" spultcred Xu Liangying, 73. 
"No one in the (former) Soviet 
Union conmicmoraies Stalin!" 

But 22-year-old Liang Jiangang, 
who was an infant during Mao’s last 
—Purii.es. jt ave u p three hours one 
recent evening to listai ttneaders"or~ 
his Communi.st VolJth League 
branch read semionettes on Muo and 
patriotism. The gatiiering sang 
Maoist songs. 

"We love Mao Tse-tung. because 
his ideas can encourage us to do 
new work" in building a better 
nation, Liang, a junior economist at 
a large state corporation, said in 
lialting Lnglish, 

Xu and Liang exemplify ends of 
the wide spectruiri of emotions 
about. thc-Dce.-2G .centenary ofjhe_ 
man who unified China under a 
strong central govenuncnl in 1949. 
then tore it apart with endless cam- 
paigns to create, a pure Communist 
society. 

Some (Thinese, like Xu. look 
unblinkingly at Mao's failings — 
his economic policies that led to 
famine, his betrayal of old comrades 
and persecution of loyal intellectu- 
als, his encouragement of factional 
bloodshed during the 1966-76 
Cultural Revolution — and con- 
demn him. 

But must Chinese seem unready 
or unwilling to tear aside the veil (he 
Communist Party has drawn over 
Mao. blurring his responsibility for 
the nation’s backwardness and suf- 
— feriiig. 

With nnuty of his features cra.scd. 
Mao can be turned into almost any- 
thing: an iaspirationul nation-buildcr, 
as Liang sees him; u benevolent 
father figure, ns in recent memoirs by 
his bodyguard and other aides; a 
symbol of dean goveniment. as used 
by student proicsier in 1989; a pro- 
tector of worker rights, us seen by a 
labor activist who recently begun 
■ wearing n Mno'pin. 

"1 tbink oftlic 20l])-cemury giants 
he is'thc ieast.'understood." said 
aullior Jung Cbang, who let) China 
after his dcatli in 1976 and wrote a 
book, "Wild Swans," about her fain-

"He niled Chinn by 
JiiK-personalityr-b^his-charisma.- 
Every whim of his would drive the 
nation of 900 million people iilio the 
most ridiculous actions -7- like 
cooking steel in a school kitchen, 
like pulling out grass."

AH in all, Mao has aged much 
better than might have been expect- 
ed in llic first years after his death. 
His wife, Jiang Qing. was in jail for 
helping lead the Cultural 
Revolution, A man he purged twice. 
Deng Xiaoping, took charge and 


began dismantling Muo|s programs. 

Chinese inlcllcctunls were return- 
ing to cities (rum rural' exile, shatter- 
ing the intage of ttsocialist pnradise 
under Mno with stories of hunger, •

Slalfn. seemed headed for the trash 
heap.

Stress for working mothers 
peaks during holiday time

Chrislma.s is more than a week away, and already 
you feci like throwing the gift lists into the ITreplaec, 
snapping the heads off the gingerbread men, and 
catching a plane to the Bahamas — alone. 

Stress — at high levels any time ol' the year for 
mothers who work outside the home — peaks every' 
December, says Linda Sebastian, director of the 
■Women’s Prograni at the Mennineer Clinic.^ a mental 


health facility in Topeka. Kan. 

Studies show women still do the hulk of domestic 
chores — 75 percent to 95 percent, depending on the 
study — and most holiday-related tasks, she says. 

"Women' are the carriers of traditions. Wc seem to 
value and enjoy it more." she says, "I like wrapping 
gifts; I just don’t have the time. It’s a value wc 
impose upon ourse'ves." 

Here’s some advice from Sebastian, who is a wife 
and mother herself: 

• Assess your situation. Be realistic in your expec- 
tations for the holidays. Consider how much time you 
really have and allot.it to the most important things. 

• Recognize trigger points. Be aware that anniver- 
saries of deaths, divorces or other losses can cause 
depression. Guilt is another deblliiating factor. 

• Give yourself choices. Don't get stuck in the way 
you’ve always done things. Buy a pre-made dinner 
from the deli, then watch a movie together instead of 
spending hours in the kitchen. 

"Women typically put everyone else first, then they 
end up feeling exhausted and resentful,” she says. 


• Be selective about~^dmmi(m‘^'f?.^rra‘mIly'lni<jl~ 
lions are important, but have become a burden, think 
of a new way to achieve them, or create new tradi- 
tions. Take shortcuts: If you wan t to decorate cookies 
with the kids, but don't really have time to make them 
from scratch, buy ready-made plain onc.s to decorate. 

• i'ind time for yourself. Schedule leisure time for 
yourself to combat fatigue. During that lime, don’t do 
anything for anyone else. Listen to music you like.

Look for: persistent depression, a feeling of empti- 
ne.ss or being detached, impaired sleep (particularly 
early morning wakefulness), appetite changes (eating 
a lot more or less), thoughts of hopelessness or feel- 
ings ofhclplessness that persist, and, most alarmingly, 
thoughts of suicide. 

"You absolutely need to get help," she says. “The 
good news is, it’s treatable."

Jesse Jackson: ‘You can get rid of guns in your school' — if you want to’ 

“We lose more lives to young j>lacks killing each other schools all over the country, urging black teenagers to take an 

annually, " says the Rev. Jesse Jackson, “than to the sum total active role in the fight against guns and drugs. Fresh-Voices 
of lynchings in the history of the country. " To help stop the reporter Lynn Minton met with the Reverend Jackson in 

violence, the Reverend Jackson has begun speaking at Washington, D.C., to find out more. He began by telling a story: 


Recently, ! went to Harper High in 
Atlanta where, few months ago, one 
kid walked up to another at noontime, 
put a gun to his cor, blew his brains 
out. Blew smoke out the gun. The 
students asked me to come over to the 
school. About a thousand of them, 
very traumatized. 

I said, ‘How many of you know 
someone in the school who is dead 
because of drugs in your age group?' 

All of them st(^. 

‘You know someone your age who__ 
has distributed drugs or brought drugs 
to school?’ They all stood. 

‘You know someone who has 
brought a gun to school?' All stood. 

Then I said. 'How many of you 
have told someone in authority?' There 
was a kind of laugh. Nobody stood. 

I said, ‘Now, that code of silence 
means that the drug dealers and the 
killerrknew they could count on you 
to be their sanctuary. They could 
count on you. You were an accomplice 
to the murder because of your silence. ’ 

'On the other bond, if some teacher, 
some janitor, had Klon porapbemolia 
— a sheet, a hood or a rope in their 
locker, in their cor trunk — and you 
saw it, what would you do?’ 

They sai^ ‘Wc would tell. We’d 
open the locker.' 

I said. 'But it’s their locker.' 

'Well, wc would still open it.' 

I said, 'Why?' : 

'Because the Klon threatens us.' 

I said, ‘Now that is true. But how 
can you be so alert, on the one hand, 
to a phantom of the post, and be so 
very vulnerable, even complicitous, to i 
the present threat? Killing is not about 
color, it's about character.' 

There are many now who argue that 
they're angry because they're oppressed 
or can't get a job. But they don't fight 
the people (bey say they’re angry with. 
They u^e it out on their brothers. 

For example, in New York City this 
year. 362 young blacks under 21 have 
killed each other. If that many blacks 
had been killed by whites, th^ would 
be riots evciywhr^ Or. if that many 
whites had b<ren killed by blacks, 
there would be wholesale executions. . 
But if it’s block on black, there’s a 
kind of social, cultural permissiveness. . 


The law kind of 
concedes (hat 
they can't stop 
it The 

community kind 
of cotTcedes, 
that's the way 
it is. 

Now, how 
con students take 
the lead in 
fighting back? 

Say a school has_ 
five security 
guards and 1000 
students. If 
they’ve got a 
code of silence 
and won’t tell 
any teacher, any 
security guard, 
what they know 
about who's got 
guns and drugs, 
the guards ore 
just there until 
the shooting 
takes place. But 
suppose there 
were 500 Jesae Jaekaor^ talking 

students whose ' 

value system says that exposing gun 
carriers and drug dealers is not a 
matter of snitching, but a matter of 
self defense? 

If I told on you to undercut you. to 
gain advantage for myself, to hurt 
you, that would be snitching. But if 1 
told someone in authority that you . 
have a gun and that you have some ' 
heroin and that you owe somebody 
some money and something could 
happen that could jeopardize all of us. 
if I exposed that, that’s self defense. 
Thai's not snitching. That's honorable. 

The assumption is that many of the 
youth dealing drugs and guru ore poor. 
The reality is drugs and guns are driven 
more by greed and addiction than 
poverty. They're not shooting for food 
and clothes. They're shoddng for ter- 
ritory, conquest, gold, diamonds, cars. 

Until now, 
the No.1 threat to us has always bwn 
some harsh, unfair law or some 
villain— slavery, segregation, the KKK. 
And the struggle was to get the power

But 
you cannot fight for those things 
because of the time spent in hospitals, 
or in jail or at grave sites grieving.' 

We may not be responsible for 
being down — and there is a kind of 
double standard and abandonment — 
but we must accept the challenge of 
getting up. against the odds. The 
athletes at your school who excel do ’ 
so for the most part in spite of their 
background and coadidons. 

Lynn Minton: What If tofnoono aaya, 
if I t«l] the prinolpaJ that I aaw 
•cmeqn^^lp drug* or a gun into 
hlepookeL i’m going to get into 
trouble— and you won’t be there’P 
If the students in your school have a 
value judgment against rape, they’re 
going to tell if they see somebody get 
raped. If your school has a value 
judgment against drugs and guns, 
you’re going to find a way to tell it Be 
creative. For the most part, you can tell 
it anonymously. But you may have to 


go a step further and just outright 
challenge the person who does it. 

LM: It oould get me killed’ 

Not necess^y. But it does take 
courage and strength to Bghi for 
justice and change. The students who 
went to high school in Little Rock in 
1957 hod to face the name<alling, the 
threats and the isolation, had to go to 
school with bodyguards. 

LM: ‘I carry a gun, because i don’t 
fool sate In my neighborhood’ 

The gun docs not m ake y ou more 
secure. It irises you less secure. The 
gun becomes a magnet for other guns. 
Somebody must break the cycle of 
killing. Stop carrying a gun and 
expose those who do. And you can do 
it without feeling guilty, because it's 
the right thing to do. 

LM: 'It’a in my own family.’ 

Students often are the b^t ones to 
appeal to their parents to be better 
people. So often, young people have to 
assume responsibility. You can begin 
to make some decisions about, ‘How I 
would like to become 20 years old.' 
There are ways to become 20. And 
there are ways to jeopardize becoming 
20. As long as you adjust to an 
environment of drugs and guns, then 
you have reduced your life options. 
LM: What it aomeone atill aaya, 
'Reverend I’d like to do what you 
say, but I'm afraid’ 

You conquer fear when you walk 
down the street where dru^ are being 
sold. You conquer fear when you 
decide to go to the dance, and you 
know there are kids at the dance with 
drugs and guns. So we face fear and 
conquer fear in some measure every 
day. We can never be a great people 
if wc are driven by our fears rather 
than our hopes. That's what Dr. King 
said early on, 'If you cannot find 
something worth dying for, you’re 
hardly fit to live.’ 

LM: ■Nobody cares about us, why 
should we core about ourseivesP’ 
Well, somebody does. Somebody 
birthed you into the worid. Somebody 
bought clothes to send you to-scbool. 
Somebody sent you to school. And, at 
this stage in your life, you have the 
capacity to love yourself. And God 
loves you.

When Ponic Strikes 


NOBODY DID IT BETTER. EARL 
Christian Campbell was named to the 
PARADE All-American High School 
Team in 1973 and won the Heisman 
Trophy while attending the University 
of Texas. As a running back for the 
Houston Oilers and then later the New 
Orleans Saints, he was chosen rookie 
oftheyeorin 1^8 and then was named 
the National Football League’s most 
valuable player for three consecutive 
years. By the time Campbell retired in 
1985, he was a sports legend. 

Through it all, Campbell, 38, kept 
his cool: *T worked at bdng calm; I’ve 
always been the guy who said, ‘Give 
me the baton. I’ll get it done.’ I had to 
be in control, and I was." 

Ail that changed three years ago, 
when Campbell was driving from

Austin to Houston. As he was pulling 
into the little town of La Grange, Canq>* 
beU fidt a tightening in his chest His he^ 
began to race. His hands shook. He could 
feel sweat breaking out all over his body. 
There didn’t seem to be enou^ dr to 
bn»ihe.

Campbell thought he was having a 
heart attack, just like his father, who 
had died of heart disease when Camp- 
bell was a boy. Although the episode 
probably lasted no more than 10 or 15 
minutes, it seemed like an eternity. 

As the terror cased. Campbell, a pub- 
lic speaker and owner of a sausage and 
meat company in Austin, tried to figure 
out what had happened to him. ‘1 kept 
thinking.” recalls Can 5 )bell. “ ‘Why now, 
when I’m in my prime and having the 
most fiin? What's wrong with me?”' .

For those who get 
treatment, the prognosis 
is excellent “The 
important thing was that 
I wentand got help,” says 
Campbell. "I learned 
what I needed to know.” 

Medical specialists who examined 
him were just as baffled. “I went to 
eight different doctors," says Camp- 
bell. “They tested every part of me.” 

When the doctors declmed him healthy, 
Campbell, who continued to have the at- 
tacks, had a ha^d time believing they were 
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icons experience panic disorder — re- 
curring episodes of panic — and an in- 
tense fear of more attacks. 

"If you ask people whether they’ve 
ever felt like they were going to faint, if 
they got swfcaQ', if their che^ hurt, and 
they didn’t know what was going on, and' 
it scared the hell out of about half 

will say yes," says Dr. Layton McCurdy, 
a psychiatrist who headed a National In- 
stitutes ofltedth consensus panel on pan- 
icdisordcrin 1991. Li keCanybeU. most 
panic suiTciers are young and healthy. 

"Panic patients see an average of 10 
health professionals before getting a 
diagnosis," says Jerilyn Ross, presi- 
dent of the Anxiety Disorders Assod- 
ation of America (ADAA). 

Generally, panic atiacks arc brief, usu- 
ally lasting up to 10 minutes. Afterword, 
most individuals believe diey ’re going to 
di e, have a heart atta^ or go cnis^. When 
it's over, they fear it will happen again. 

The biological loot of panic seems to 
be a misfiring of the brain’s alarm cen- 
ter, which triggers the fight-or-flight 
stress response, according to Dr. Steven 
Dubovsl^, professor of psychiatry and 
internal n^cinc at the University of 
Colorado School of Medicine. The brain 
signals danger, even (hough none exists. 
"There is a genetic risk factor,’' says 
Dr. Dubovsky, who notes that close rcl-. 



atives of people with panic disorders 
may be bom with it. “Panic usually 
skips around within families,” he says. 
“It’s not generally passed down from 
generation to generation.” 

Sometimes panicattacks be^n afrer 
an illness or an accident, but panic gen* 
erally strikes without warning or rea* 

. son during an ordinary activity like 
driving or shopping. 

At fust, those suffering from a pan- 
ic disorder try to. avoid the places or 
circumstances in which they’ve had at- 
tacks. As their apprehension intensi- 
fies, many restrict their lives. Tliey stop 
woildng, socializing or going to school 
and may become dq>endent on a parent 
or spouse. Many try to relieve their fear 
with alcohol or drugs. Approximately 
a third develop agoraphobia — a fear 
of places and situations in which they 
feel vulnerable and helpless — and oth- 
ers become seriously depressed. 

Less than a quarter ever get appro- 
priate treatment For those who do, the 
prognosis is excellent. Ninety percent 
either improve significantly or recov- 
er completely. “Two forms of treat- 
ment, psychiatric dmgs and cognitive— 
behavioi^ therapy, have proven highly 
effective,” says Dr. McCurdy. 

The primary medications ust^ for pan- 
ic are antidepressants and anti-anxiety 
drugs. “Almost all antidepressants wok 
because they turn down the danger re- 
^onse in the brain.'' Dubovsky. Anx- 

iety-relieving drugs such as Xaiiax and 
Klonopin alw help, but because (h^'re 
potency addicting in suscqitible indi- 
viduals, psychiairists use them cautiously. 

Cognitive therapy changes the way 
individuals think about and respond to 
panic. “The first step is to help people 
understand that what they’re experi- 
encing is the body’s response to dan- 
ger,” explains Ross, a psychotherapist 
“Then we desensitize them to their 
panic by recreating anxiety-provolahg 
situations rmd teaming breaihingand 
other techniques for relaxation.” 

For many, including Earl Campbell, 
a combination of medication and self- 
help strategies helps most “You use 
drugs to relieve patients’ distress,” says 
Dr. McCurdy. “And you teach coping 
skills so they can get off the drugs.’’ 
Learning how to overcome panic of- 
ten mniffts a big difference. “The im- 
portant thing was that I went and got 
' help,” says Earl Campbell. "I learned 
wh^ I needed to know, and I want oth- 
ers to know they can do the same.''IB

When she wasn’t feeling so 
good, she said: ‘Why don't we make 
something nice for kids?’" 

In the months of Shirley’s dying, 
Eric rarely left her side. But he was a 
talented man. with four decades as a 
master toolmaker behind him. His fa- 


ther had made him a wooden truck 
when he was 2. It was Eric’s favorite 
toy before the family emigrated from 
Sweden to Bridgeport in I927.Shirley 
suggested he some toys like that 

"She said we should make nice toys — 
real wood, not metal or pltutic," he re- 
called. Eric look to carving — first 
trucks, then car^,‘"schoolbuses, fire 
trucks, airplanes — lovingly crafted, 
beautifiiUy finished miniatures. 

In the time since Shirley’s death. 
Hullgren has honored her memory by 
spending nearly all his time maldng the 
toys she loved and giving them to the 
clUldreh in Bridgeport Hospital. 


"This has not been a passing interest 
for him," said Dr.'Tom Kennedy, the 
head of pediatrics. “It’s not something 
he did for a few months and disap- 
ipeared. This has been a huge invest- 
ment of his time." 

As I walked through the pediatric 
ward with Hultgren, I saw what mira- 
cles those simple toys performed: 
Shannon 

one day 
ter her appen- 
dectomy .rolled 
her toy on her bed. ^ 

“I like it," she said with a big, _ 
smile. Frederick Diaz Jr., all of 
18 months, took his Model T and ran 
across the room to show it to his room- 
mate— who got one too. Everywhere 
he went, Eric Hultgren helped children 
forget, at least for a moment, the pain 
they were in. 

A few months after Shirley’s death, 
Hultgren consulted his own physicians. 
They found prostate cancer that re- 
quire surgery. A preoperadve physi- 
cal found heart trouble as well. He uo- 
derweni a quintuple bypass operation 
and prostate surgery. 

Then he went back to maldng toys. 

Today, he is usually at his bench at 
8:30 a.m. He works until midnight, of- 
ten attended only by his cat, Cricket 
The Toy Man has started receiving mail 
from around the country. He has sent 
toys to children in Seattle and Tucson 
and other places. More important, he 
has sent blueprints of his toys to any- 
one who asl«, along with warm en- 
couragement to follow his lead. 

"There are 17,000 childrens’ wards 
in this country,” he told me. “Imagine 
if all the senior citizens and people with 
extra time stai^ doing something for 
those childreii.* 

"They should know what the smiles 
on those children’s faces are like: 
They’re the greatest thing on eaith.”0

i F YOU THINK HARD, YOU 
might remember the last time 
you heard James Heath‘s 
name. It was in 1970, and his 
photograph appeared in news- 
papers all over the country. He 
was the well-groorpcd high 
school senior accepting an 
award from PresidentNixon 
that proclaimed him the nation’s Boy 
of the Year. He was every parent’s 
dream: president of the student body 
- -at-hiH)igh school in Catskill, N.Y., 
president of his church choir, active in 
the local Boys Club, a good student, a 
volunteer in food drives, and possibly 
the most popular teenager in town. ^ 
He remembers when he returned 
from the White House: “There was a 
big parade and a rally on the court 
house steps. All my friends and class 
mates were there— everyone I grew up 
with. It was very exciting." 

But James Heath Vstdry is'not about 
easy triumph and good luck. It is a sto- 
. -ry-of.advcrsity.and how-dcaling with 
trouble in his own life prepared him to 
help others cope with misfortune. 

“My mother had a nervous break 
down when I was about 3 months old,’ 
Heath recalls. “She was hospitalized 
until I was about 12 or 
15. My father raised 
my twin brother and 
me with help from one 
of my older sisters and 
grandparents." The last 
of 10 children. Heath 
lemembers his father as 
a good man. “He al- 
ways gave us every- 
thing we needed, even 
though he was on dis- 
ability from a car acci- 
dent." Heath says. The 
family lived in a large 
house. To supplement his disability 
payments. Heath’s father ran a small- 
snack bar in die basement “On week- 
ends, he would have fish fries and bar- 
becues. It was a very popular piace." 

But shortly after James came back 
from Wattl^ngton, things started going 
sour. “My father couldn’t keep up. the 
taxes on the house,” he says. ”Wc had to 
move into a housing project" The rela- 
tioi^ip between father and son deteri- 
orated rapidly. “He was being very hard 
on me.” Heath recalls. ‘T thought it was 
some kind of jealousy. He was quite 
well known in Catskill. He was popular. 
Now I was getting all the limelight" 
The two dso quarreled over James’ 
giriftiend, whom he hqjcd to many. “He 
said that die was too go^ for me.” Heath

recalls. The argument 
quickly escalated. “One 
Friday, he said he didn’t 
want me staying in his 
house anymore. He want- 
ed me out by Saturday af- 
ternoon. I left." James He^ America’s 
Boy of the Year, was suddenly homeless. 

“I called (he director of the Boys 
Club, and he let me stay at hts house,” 
Heath recalls. The Boy of the Year award 
came with a S4000 scholarship- 
enough. in those days, to pay for an 
education at a public universt^. The 
next fall. Heath set out for the State 
University of New York at Oswego. 

“I was really upset about what was 
going on with my father.” Heath says. 
“First semester, I probably went to 
classes' two or three times. I became a 
very proficient pool player.” He had 
grown up in a racially mixed environ- 
ment. but Heath discovered that college 
was a very dificrent atmosphere. "Out- 
side of (he umversity, there was one blade 


person living in Oswego," he says. “On 
a college campus of about 10,000, there 
were ^ Alrican-Americans.'Wewere 
separate, and nobody mode any effort 
to come together.” Feeling isolated and 
depressed over his estrangement from 
his father, Heath says, ‘T ^gan exper- 
imenting with drugs. That whole year 
was spent in kind of a blur.” 

When school ended in the spring. 
Heath went back to Catskill, staying 
with friends. One morning, he woke up 
to find that both his legs swollen to 

almost twice their normal size. ‘T went 
to the hospital, and they said my kid- 
ncys had stopped functioning." he says. 
Doctors told him that, without treat- 
ment, be would die within a month. 

Heath be^ the medication and went 
to live with his sister in Rome, N.Y. 
While recovering, he decided to enroll 
in Syracuse University. 

E^ng college. Heath visited his fa- 
ther several times. ‘Tt was a very emo- 
tional things" he says. “He finally 


would allow.me to stay for 
a couple of days at a dme.” 
One day. Heath’s brother 
called— -their father was go- 
ing into the hospital. “TWo 
or three days after I got 
there, he passed away,” 
Heath says. “I felt good that 
we bad the opportunity to 
reconcile.” 

While dealing with his 
falhcrVdealhT Heath Mys, 
“the revelation came to me: 
‘Now tharmy father is de- 
ceased, who am I hurting 
beside myself?’" The care- 
free party-lover became a 
serious student. ‘!My grades 
went fiem C’s and D’s to 
A’s andB’s.” 

But the scholarship mon- 
ey ran out, so he moved to 
Omaha, where a brother and 
a sister lived, and woriced as 
a teacher's assistant at Boys 
Town while finishing a psy- 
chology degree. AfrmW, 
he moved to Washington, 
D.C.. and took a job as an assistant di- 
rector of the Boys Town site there. 

But life had one more unpleasant 
surprise for Heath. At age 35, he suf- 
fer^ a stroke, a result of his damaged 
kidneys. Eventually, Heath received a 
kidney transplant. “I feel good for the 
first time in years,” he says. 

Today, at 41. Heath is an official at 
the Institute for Behavior Resources, 
a social-service agency that serves ne- 
glected and abus^ children under age 
21 in the Washington-Baltimore area. 
He is responsible for numaging and su- 
pervising six group homes, which 
house mainly homeless girls. 

“I bad support," he says. “I always 
had family who loved me. These chil- 
dren don’t have that. They’ve been 
abandoned or abused, or their parents 
aren’t able to take care of them. To 
show they are loved, to make them feel 
good about themselves — that’s our 
challenge.” -
